As a result of the controv ersy, in

Mr. Steele was in this city today 
and said he filed an affidav it of abov e 
charge. 
It is supposed that Div ilbliss will be 
arrosed this ev ening and brought to 
this city. 
The trouble grew out of an argu­ 
ment ov er 
some wood 
which was 
chopped[in clearing a strip of land. 
The story of the encounter has been 
rev iewed in these columns before. 
: Steele says that he was work ing on 
the place when the trouble arose, and 
that Div ilbliss attack ed him with a 
club. 
He says he pick ed up an ax to de­ 
fend himself, and 
Div ilbliss 
then 
back ed off. Later he returned with a 
Winchester rifle and oj>ened fire on 
him, shooting at 'him three times. 
Two of the bullets struck the tree, 
which he jumped behind for safety. 
Both men are well k nown farmers 
of Center township. 
Sheriff King went to [Center town­ 
ship this afternoon to arrest Div ilbliss, 
and will retnrn to this city tonight 
with his prisoner.

THEIR HAND EXPOSED

inent Tow nsm en. 


Ithaca, N. ,Y, Dec. 8 .—The burning 
of Chi Psi fraternity house on Cornell 
campus yesterday was attended w ith 
a loss of life that has throw n not only 
the univ ersity but the whole city into 
mourning. 
The dead num ber sev en. 
Of these four w ere students and the 
others prom inent tow nsm en who had 
responded to the alarm in the capacity 
of v olunteer firemen. 
The bodies of 
the dead with the exception of those of 
W. H. Nichols of Chicago and F. W . 
Grelle of E ast Orange, N. J . were re­ 
cov ered. 
It has been decided to dy­ 
nam ite the ruins to facilitate the 
search for the m issing bodies. 
The 
dead: 
A ttorney Alfred S. Robinson, hook 
and ladder com pany No, 3; John C 
Rum sey, m erchant, hose com pany No. 
5; E. J. Landon, salesm an, hose com­ 
pany No. 4; F. W. Grelle of E ast Or- 
range, N. J., *10; O. L. Schrauck, H an­ 
ov er. Pa.. ’07 ; W. H. Nichols, Chicago, 
’07 ; Jam es McCutcbeon, jr., P ittsburg, 
'09 .

P itts­ 
burg. '09 ; R. R. Powers, A tlanta, Ga., 
TO, W. W. Goet, Milwaukee, ’09 ; H.

The heroism of the v olunteer fire­ 
men who died attacking the fire was 
m atched by the heroism of Schmuck, 
who re-entered the burning building 
in a futile effort to sav e Nichols, his 
room-mate, and who died later from 
his injuries, and by the coilrage of 
McCutcheon, 
who rem ained in 
the 
flames until fatally burned, to assist 
his com rades to escape. 
Pope receiv ­ 
ed his injuries while seeking to rescue 
other m em bers of the fraternity. 
Among those earliest on the scene 
and who contributed m ost of the work 
of rescue from the flames which had 
already conv erted the first floor of 
the doomed dorm itory into an infer­ 
no. were sev eral Cornell football men. 
All did effectiv e work. 
It has been 
declared that the work of Sam Halli- 
day, the old fullback, and of E arle 
and Gibson, the halfbacks of the sea­ 
son just ended, united w ith th a t of the 
Chi Psi men who risked th eir liv es 
th a t their brothers m ight liv e, will be 
rem em bered long in the annals of 
Cornell. 
The cause of the fire is a 
m ystery. 
Cornell is depriv ed of one 
of its landm arks, for the lodge was 
built in 1881 by Jennie McGraw Fiske 
at a cost of $130,000. 
The daughter 
of the lum ber king, John McGraw, one 
of Cornell’s early great benefactors, 
nev er enjoyed her palace, and entered 
it only after death. 
Around the house 
hav e clustered the m em ories of the 
great 
fight for the Fiske millions 
waged betw een Prof. W illard Fiske, 
th e husband, and Judge Boardm an as 
the representativ e of Cornel], to which 
Mrs. Fiske had left the hulk of her 
estate. 


CHRISTMAS TRADE 


Promises to Break All Records. Says 
Bradstreet’s. 
New 
York, 
Dec. 
8 .—B radstreet’s 
weekly rev iew of trade today says: 
Colder w eather combined with the 
approach of holidays has greatly stim ­ 
ulated retail trade at m ost points, and 
the outlook fav ors a record-breaking 
C hristm as trade. 
The car shortage continues, though 
grain deliv eries in the N orthw est are 
freer; but on the whole the paucity 
of railw ay facilities is seriously af­ 
fecting m any sections, and in conse­ 
q uence supplies of coal are v ery low 
at num erous points, while some of the 
foundries in the St. Louis 
& Clev e­ 
land districts hav e been compelled to 
close. 
M anufacturers are busy the 
country ov er, the pressure being so 
great as to cause a considerable num ­ 
ber of plants to work night and day. 
Labor still continues scarce and wage 
adv ances are recorded generally, but 
the tendency to av oid higher wages 
seem s to be undergoing continuous 
expansion.

Ho*» a Utah Coal Dealer Was Forced 


Out of Business. 


W ashington. 
Dec. 
8 .—The 
Demo­ 
crats in the house opposed the con­ 
sideration of the bill conferring United 
States citizenship on the inhabitants 
of Porto Rico. 
Chairm an Cooper of 
W isconsin, under the call of com m it­ 
tees. called the attention of the house 
to the erroneous position of the bill 
on the union calendar, insisting th at 
its proper place was on the house cal­ 
endar. 
Mr. Clark of M issouri, leading the 
m inority, objected to its transfer, but 
Speaker Cannon 
decided 
with 
Mr. 
Cooper that it properly belongs on 
the house calendar, which would giv e 
it a different statu s than on the union 
calendar. 
The chairm an of the com­ 
m ittee on insular affairs attem pted to 
hav e it called up for consideration. 
Again Mr. Clark protested, insisting 
th at the house had a right to hav e 
notice of the possible consideration of 
the m easure. 
The speaker sustained 
the protest and the bill went ov er. 
The discussion disclosed a determ ina­ 
tion of the D em ocrats to fight the 
m easure w henev er possible. 
Victory for “ Free” Labor. 
By a practically unanim ous v ote the 
house passed the bill lim iting the reg­ 
ulation of in terstate com m erce be­ 
tween the sev eral states in articles 
m anufactured by conv ict labor or any 
prison or reform atory. 
The bill was 
introduced by Mr. H unt of Missouri, 
a practical stone-mason. 
U nder the W ilson bill, which be­ 
cam e a law in 18 9 0, conv ict labor 
made goods may enter into activ e 
com petition with goods m anufactured 
by “free labor.” and under this fed­ 
eral law a state could not pass a law 
th at would prev ent the shipping into 
the state of prison-m ade goods of 
other states. 
The law just passed 
abrogates 
the 
in terstate 
com m erce 
law as at present applied to conv ict- 
made goods, thereby affording to the 
different 
states and 
territories the 
right to inhibit the shipping of con­ 
v ict m ade goods w ithin the confines of 
any state or territory. 
Mr. H unt asked fo: its passage, not 
only in the interest of free labor, but 
in the interest of m anufacturers. 
He 
said it was an attem pt to curb the 
crim inal com petition of the peniten­ 
tiary w ith the free labor of the coun­ 
try. 
“It is cruel,” he said, ”to ask 
the free labor of this country to main 
tain its citizenship, its dignity and its 
self-respect, if it has to wait until the 
product of the state prison “hr sold be­ 
fore the em ployer can get a reason­ 
able price for his honestly m anufac­ 
tured product." 


Salt Lake City, Dec. 8 .—Assistant 
A ttorney General May nard states that 
when the grand jury reconv enes after 
the holidays the inq uisition in the coal 
land cases will be resumed. 
The in­ 
dictm ents returned yesterday, he said, 
m ark only the beginning of the gov ­ 
ernm ent’s probing operations in U tah 
and Wyoming, and the v iolations of 
laws alleged in these indictm ents are 
only incidents of a gigantic system of 
fraud. 
The indictm ent against the 
Utah Fuel company and the six agents 
of th at com pany Is based en the m eth­ 
ods used in acq uiring about 1.400 acres 
of coa* lands in Sev ier county, Utah. 
The indictm ent against the H arrim an 
railroads and the Union Pacific Coal 
company and the tw o officials of these 
com panies is based on alleged unlaw ­ 
ful discrim ination against the D. J. 
Sharp Coal company 
In the sum m er 
of 19 05 the H arrim an railroads made 
a rate 50 cents lower than the regular 
rate to all coal shippers who brought 
in 
their 
coal 
during 
the 
sum m er 
months. 
Mr. Sharp endeav ored to 
giv e his patrons the benefit of this 
low rate and adv ertised coal in Salt 
Lake city at $4.7 5 a ton. which was 
50 cents less than the rate charged 
by m em bers of the Coal D ealers’ as­ 
sociation. 
Sharp testified that he was 
called to the offices of the Oregon 
Short Line Railroad company and was 
instructed that unless he w ithdrew 
his adv ertisem ents from the new spa­ 
pers he would not be perm itted to 
handle Union Pacific coal. 
Sharp re­ 
fused. 
A fter serv ing this notice of defiance, 
Mr. Sharp testified, shipm ents of coal 
to his yard began to be tied up and 
h^cou ld not get coal when he ordered 
It. 
He continued to sell from the sup­ 
ply of 1,000 tons which he had in his 
yards, but ultim ately this supply was 
exhausted. 
Finally he could not get 
coal at all and was forced out of bus­ 
iness, being obliged to close his yard, 
which had cost him $17 ,000.

W ashington. Dec. 8 .—W ith an ap­ 
propriation of ov er $31,09 0,9 0b and a 
prov ision barring “simplified spelling” 
In docum ents authorized by law or 
ordered by congress, the legislativ e, 
executiv e and judicial appropriation 
bill for 19 08 was reported to the house 
by the appropriations com m ittee and 
was m ade a special order for Mon­ 
day 
The am ount carried by the bill 
is $08 5,8 42 less than the estim ates. 
The appropriation for the current fis­ 
cal year aggregated $30,108 ,48 5. 
The 
entire num ber of salaries carried in 
the bill is 14.7 27 , or 202 less than in­ 
cluded in the estim ates therefor and 
29 more than prov ided for the current 
year 
An increase from $1,200 to 
$1,400 is m ade in the allowance to 
m em bers of the house for clerk hire, 
and the req uirem ent that m em bers 
certify they hav e spent this am ount is 
om itted. 
The appropriation for m is­ 
cellaneous expenses for the senate Is , 
cut from $100,000 to $50,000. 
The sal- i 
ary of the secretary to the speaker is

increased from $3.000 to $4.000
